5412/Special Group and read a list of names suggested. None of 
those present were satisfied for various reasons. The Director 
asked if anyone had any thoughts on this, and if so he would like to 
be advised. One name suggested by those present which seemed to 
have general approval was "Special Planning Board". 

g. Noted that the Taylor Committee is not yet satisfied with 
the definitions for covert operations, unconventional warfare, 
psychological operations, cold war, paramilitary force, paramilitary 
operations and clandestine operations, and commented it was obvious 
that more work needs to be done on this matter. ACTION: Mr. Barne

a. Noted that at the USIB Meeting now scheduled for Tuesday, 
6 June, the proposal to combine the COMINT and ELINT Committees 
25X1 would be discussed and it would be necessary for CIA to come to a 

.decision as to its position. Mr. Amory commented that in view of the 

Soviet paper (NIE 11-8-61 - Soviet Capabilities for Long Range 
Attack) scheduled for this meeting, he proposed to put over the 
25X1 COMINT/ELINT paper for a week or two. pointed out 

that the Director would not be presnnt on Tuesday since he is making 
a speech at the Army War College. The Director said he wished 
to be present for the Soviet paper and asked that the meeting be 
changed to Wednesday, 7 June. ACTION: DD/I.

b. Raised the question of furnishing 
directly to the White House by electrical transmission and stated 
he was opposed to such action. He said upon receipt of such a 
message by the White House International Situation Room, all the 
Duty Officer could do would be to call the CIA Watch Officer for an 
evaluation and recommended action. He said under present 
procedu re, he is notified immediately upon receipt by CIA of a 
message and after appropriate consultation. 


he decides whether the White House should be notified and, if so, 
appropriate comments are provided. Mr. Amory pointed out that 
to go directly to the White House would in fact be jumping the 
Secretaries of State, Defense, and the Joint Chiefs of Staff since

the Joint Chiefs. The Director said he was not persuaded by these 
arguments but agreed to discuss this problem again when he had 
more time.
